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2. (Twice Amended) The device of claim 1, wherein the body member is a 
sleeve which is adapted to fit over an existing intraluminal tool. 



REMARKS 

The Office Action dated August 15, 2001 has been reviewed and the Examiner's 
comments have been carefully considered. The Examiner is thanked for indicating that the 
subject matter of claims 1, 4-6, 8, 9 and 11-13 is allowed. The present Amendment amends 
claim 2 to depend firom allowed claim 1 (as well as claim 3 which depends from claim 2) and 
therefore claims 2 and 3 are also believed to be allowable.
